The Subci^ssaittee should continue to identify gaps in research 
end collection, approve external research projects, serve as a 
coordinating body for all agencies and. departments having 
responsibilities in food and agriculture, and serve as a clearing 
bouse for information and data on western countries which could 
be useful in appraising ievelopaents in the Sino- Soviet Bloc. 

The Subcasmittee should also be alert to significant developments, 
activities and situations in the field of food and agriculture 
throughout the world.

1. Review of the Intelligence Product in the Subcommi ttee^ Field 
of Competence. 

During FY 1959 the Subcommittee completed its review of 
EIC-P-12, "Policies, Performance, and Prospects of Soviet 
Agriculture." The Chairman of the EIC noted that the research 
ana writing of the report had been done almost entirely within 
CIA/ORR, the Subcommittee participation being mainly that of 
review and comment on progressive drafts. It was therefore 
proposed that the report be published as a CIA/ORR report with 
a Foreword indicating EIC review and comments. This, procedure 
was approved. The report was published in May 1959 (CIA/RR59“1 
and has been distributed. 


2. Research and Collection Deficiencies , 
a. Research Deficiencies 

The Subcommittee will review its statements of Priority 
Deficiencies of Research early in FY i 960 . The publication of 
CIA /RR 59-15 (formerly EIC-P-12), the publication of a consid- 
erable amount of information by the Soviet Union, and the 
extravagant Chinese agricultural claims, have resulted in 
Important changes in the gaps in intelligence.

Although the SubcasKtittee reviewed the drafts, the 
process of coordination did not produce concurrence on all 
points and estimates, but with the exceptions noted in the 
Foreword to the published report, did result in general 
agreement on the substance of the report.
